Friendship Letue.n t.at loin hangs 
on a thraad even thinner than that which binds the indi¬ 
vidual relationship. It i* always taut and ready to snap. 
Indeed recent exhibitions demonstrating that the item grtm 
power behind the call of the dollar made a blind man see that 
even noblesse oblige la no more cxistant. 

This background throws into tiold relief our situation 
in reference to American merchant marine. If we must 
look forward to future war* then the demand for a power¬ 
ful merchant marine la Imperative to our safety. If on the 
uther hand we may look forward to the elimination of war 
then our prosperity and development will be measured largely 
by our position on the seas. 

It is a peculiar fact that America can And the monry 
to finance other nations which in turn use our money to 
develop their shipping power, but that when it comes to the 
production of money for the development of American ships 
upon tha sea the purse strings are pulled tight. 

In the light of present events the words of Admiral 
Benson uttered when he was in charge of the United Stales 
Shipping Board are almost prophetic. Benson said that 
putting the American fisg back upon the seas was depend 
ent on the understanding of the farmer. His programme 
of enlightenment was rudely shattered, snd in the whirligig 
of political scramble which followed his retirement, ths 
spade* wore stuck deep into the ground which formed ths 
foundation of American peace and safety. Terhsps it is 
not yet too late to save ourselves maritime extinction.

Control of disnributioit hi equally as inueh in the interest of dealers and of 
consumers, «• it is Ih ih fici J lb pn*hirers— it cimhlcs the trade tu lie supplied sane¬ 
ly and assures the public nf dependable quality at fair prices. 

Control of distribution m essential to the prfltnhlc iimrkcting of Florida 
grapi I'riut anti ornng«-<i lark of it is the first irreat enuar of the deplornhle de- 
moritliyation of prices tlmt reached such serums pnqMirtton* in the current season. 

Control of distrilmtion in the eit ruavvi »p can be liest aixsiinplinhnl by giving 
the Floritla Citrus FiXehange at least ijfi per cent of the f ruit—with control of 
distribution, the grower* themselves mny so nmmigc the institution a} to make it 
function with full efHciriicy. 

Control of distribution through the gruwers' cooperative organization is the 
aim of a movement originated ami directed by business and professional men, not 
officially connected with the Florida Citrus Exchange, who are working without 
compensation because they believe the citrus industry must be saved if Florida 
is to continue to prosper.

”~ I Inti deluded Ponce dr Leon remained in Florida 
he might have achieved by easy degrees that rejuve¬ 
nation which he sought in miraculous waters. Manx¬ 
men no older then he of the liuninr patron viiuc have 
here been born again in liealth and spirit; made over 
in the fashion of a more pleasing and potent person¬ 
ality. Broken in health and depleted of purse, scores 
of prematurely aged men have recouped health and 
fortune in Florida. 


Florida is a land of ruscy romance, hut it al*<>| 
almonds in fabulous facts. One county displayed tno 
different product* at last year’s South Florida fair, 
nor did this remarkable list include all varieties of 
grove, garden. Held and forest product* that annually 
are grown in .southern Florida. At a middle Florida 
fair one farmer exhibited !f 8 differijnt grasses and 
forage crops, nor did this wonderful display embrace 
many of the crops of this character that are grown 
lu-rc. A Florida swine breeder exliibited a herd in 
half a dozen states, some of which are noted for their 
lilisided ■wine, and took top prizes for that breed at 
every fair. A cattle grower of Florida exhibited at the 
National cattle show in Chicago. mctr«|wilitan hcad- 
quarter* of the entire country for beef cattle, and was 
awarded the blue ribbon. A Florida manufacturer 
exhibited preserved fruits at the Fan*American ex¬ 
position in Snti Francisco and «us awarded seven 
prizes of liirril over the best exhibited there from the 
best f niit growing sections of the country. The scroll 
ul triumphs for Florida products in coni|wtiiig might 
lie unrolled to mi indefinite length, hut to vvlmt pur¬ 
pose? Those who live in Florida know its siijx-rlntivc 
pmaihilitir*. and those who don't know should see tin- 
ev idence to he enthustically convinced. 

Even- year brings an new endeavors and new de¬ 
velopments. A few years ngn the flbcrless mango was 
unknown in this country. It is a fruit of unx|>cak* 
able ileliciousnt'ss and unlimited commercial possibili¬ 
ties. The product as perfected m Florida surpasses 
the four thousand years of culture given it in India, 
and as u tree of ornamental and umbrageous qualities 
it stands supreme. Of the nvoeada scarcely less roseate 
a picture might he drawn, except that it appeal* more 
to the material seme and less to the esthetic. The man- 
go is a foil, beautifully colored utid delightfully Fla¬ 
vored, The avocado is a satisfying anil nutritious food 
in the form of fruit. Both have been developed com¬ 
mercially during the past few years, and even now are 
in tin swaddling period of their industrial growth. 

Experiments are going forward steadily ami suc¬ 
cessfully with ninny new and practically unknown fruit 
and plants, the culture of which will bring forth a new 


cult ulining growers and buyers. Even as the early 
adventurers psssed over unseen the possibilities of soil 
and climate, so have succeeding gem-rations neglected 
the intensive development of Florida because life has 
lieeti so pleasant and living so easy. Now cumes the .11- 
vestigntur. serious and energetic, who will build up 
waste places, create groves and v ineynrds and add cu¬ 
bit* to the commercial stature of Florida, the erstwhile 
laud of fabled fountains and hidden treasure. 


wild game is Florida 

The woods and waters of Florida arc tlllrd with 
wild game, some of it. the wildcat, the deer and the 
bear, being formidable enough to give n thrill to the 
cxjiericnccd hunter of big game. It should not be con¬ 
cluded by those umu-qiiaiiitcil with Florida that wild 
animals have their lairs in the city streets or that they 
ure to be- found with out a hunt to give zest to the sport. 

But it may lx- said with nil truth Hint though the 
hunting is good in Florida the fishing is (letter. Prob¬ 
ably no waters harbor such a great variety of llsh as 
tlwise in and adjacent to Florida. It has been sug¬ 
gested often that Florida should derive a considerable 
revenue from visiting qmrtsnien, but opposition to this 
idea has made itself manifest. It is to the credit of 
some of the visiting fishermen that they have outspoken 
ly favored a small tax for every sport fisherman, stat¬ 
ing that other states levy such a tax and it ha* resulted 
in those state* maintaining fish hstehirics, which Flor¬ 
ida might to have if its supply of tlsli is to endure the 
annual raids made upon its water*. But thus far 
Florida collect* no tax from any but commercial fisher¬ 
men; the sportsman is free so far as fishing is concern¬ 
ed, though a tax is required for hunters. The sports¬ 
man usually is a good sport, and probably would not 
object to I hr payment of a license for fishing; objectors 
usually are found among residents who feel that "free¬ 
dom of Hie seas'* and inferior waters should be given 
visitors, since this fine and unfettered sport is an at¬ 
traction which annually draw* thousands to spend the 
winter in Florida.
